However, it is not nay purpose here to substantiate the actual 
values of this ranch, for the assessed values have been passed 
upon for the past twenty years by the Board of Equalization, 
and anyone familiar with the history of this office and my 
position will readily know that I was the first assessor to 
force the large interest in this County to pay their just and 
equal proportion of the taxes of Orange County. 
However,

RACKETING THE RACKETEERS 


ROBERT RAIKES 


The fou nder of the modem Su nday school 
was Robert Raikes. 
A wealthy manu factu rer 
of 
Glou cester, England, 
he saw the pitifu l 
plight of the poor children of his city, and 
gathered them in for religiou s instru ction. Like 
many other religiou s organizations and move- 


îc«rrs which had the hu mblest beginnings, the 
Su nday school has grown to be one of the 
largest of chu rch enterprises. 
There are as 
many children, within a few thou sands, in the 
Su ndav school of the Lnited States as in the 
pu blic schools. 
It has come to be, not a school 
for the poor and neglected, bu t for the chil­ 
dren and you th of all classes. 
This vear marks the 150th anniversary of the 
first Su nday school started by Robert Raikes. 
Methods have changed and are changing. There 
has been mu ch criticism of the inadequ acy of 
religiou s 
instru ction. 
The 
“hit 
and 
skip 
method of the International L ni form series 
of lessons has been objected to on the grou nd 
that they gave no connected information of the j 
content or the teaching of the Bible. 
Beside 
j 
this series of lessons, other series have come; 
into large u se. 
The pu rpose of some of them 
is to apply the teachings of the Bible to the 
needs of ou r modem age, and to add to the ; 
Bible material the story of the chu rch and its 
great leaders and prophets throu ghou t the cen­ 
tu ries. 
The present day emphasis u pon religiou s edu ­ 
cation has moved the chu rches to bu ild larger 
plants for the u se of the Chu rch school, as it is 
now coming to be called. 
V eek-day religiou s 
edu cation is attempted in many places. 
Bu t 
the new methods are largely ex perimental, and 
it has yet to he shown that, with ah the lavish 
ex penditu res, they have as yet marked any 
advance over the somewhat informal and dis­ 
connected methods employed by the Internation­ 
al Series. 
There is u ndou btedly mu ch con­ 
fu sion on the su bject. 
The last meeting of the 
Religiou s Edu cation Association in Cleveland, 
Ohio, revealed considerable haziness on the 
newer attempts which are being made looking 
to the religiou s instru ction of the children. 
The primary object of religiou s edu cation, it 
is qu ite generally agreed, is to bu ild u p Christ­ 
ian character by the stu dy of the sou rces of 
the Christian faith. 
This is not necessarily 
accomplished by copying the aims and methods 
of what is erroneou sly called “secu lar” edu ca­ 
tion. 
It is a qu estion whether the old method 
of setting a man or woman of fine Christian 
character before a grou p of boys or girls, 
thou gh withou t mu ch pedagogical equ ipment 
and with a rather slight knowledge of Biblical 
lore or interpretation, has been mu ch improv­ 
ed u pon to attain the object desired. 
Measu red by resu lts, the movement started 
by Robert Raikes has made a tremendou s con­ 
tribu tion to the moral and religiou s assets of 
the world. 
It has been said that those who 
have spent the period of you th and childhood 
in the Su nday school have rarely created the 
problem of delinqu ency and crime. 
In fact, 
a noted ju dge of one of the New York cou rts 
has recently made the statement that scarcely 
any of the cases coming before him for de­ 
linqu ency or crime has been of persons who 
have attended Su ndav schools.

THE AMERICAN READING PUBLIC 


It has been discovered that the racketeer is j 
not free from being racketed. 
A lottery sys­ 
tem has grown u p in many of ou r American 
cities, operating in violation of law's, which has 
appealed to hu ndreds of thou sands of people. 
1 It is a well-organized system, and is condu cted, 
it is said, absolu tely on the squ are. 
Hu ndreds 
of agents act as pu rveyors of tickets, which 
commonly sell at 50 cents each, and the same 
man who sells the ticket delivers the prize to 
the man who happens to hold the winning nu m­ 
ber. 
In one eastern city there are at least 
six of these lotteries in operation, and they 
reach ou t into all ou tlying cou ntry. 
Prizes 
range from $1000 to $1200, with an ex tra prize 
of $3000 on Fridays. 
The highest prize goes 
to the holder of the ticket which has the last 
five figu res of the balance in the Lnited States 
Treasu ry on a given day as reported in certain! 
newspapers. 
Sometimes it is based on thei 
Clearing Hou se balance. 
The hi-jackers, who are preying u pon these | 
lottery people, have a friendly printer who 


j prints cou nterfeit tickets. 
These tickets are 
; not sold, bu t it is said that abou t once a month 
a ticket bearing some winning nu mber is pre­ 
sented for payment by the hi-jackers. 
If pay­ 
ment is refu sed, the police are informed and a 
raid of the lottery follows. 
To avert that, 
su ms of $100 to $3000 are being paid to these 
racketeers at regu lar intervals. 
The hi-jackers 
are shrewd enou gh to learn abou t how mu ch 
each lottery is making per week, which in 
some cases ru ns as high as $3000 a week clear 
for the few leaders, and they prey u pon them 
in proportion to their profits. 
So, to qu ote the old rhyme, "Every flea has 
a smaller flea to bite ’em; and so on ad in­ 
finitu m.” 
It continu es to prove that the way 
of the transgressor and the law violator is not 
altogether a bed of roses.

M ost people have a notion that Belasco 
should be rolling in wealth. 
H as he not had, 
over a period of years, such vast successes as

of the R ancho.” “ T he G rand A rm y M an ” 
and a dozen others? 
Scores of his old plays still bring royalties 
in one form or another. 
Yet, Broadw ay will tell you that slightly 
more than a year ago, in the seventy-fifth year 
of his life, Belasco was “ all but broke."

H E R E were three mortgages on the Be­ 
lasco theater. H e had tossed a fortune into 
one lavish production. “ M ina," a m od­ 
ernistic spectacle, and it had flopped terribly 
after a few months, losing money every night 
the curtain rose, but kept alive by tossing in 
good money after bad. 
N ow there have been a number of whispers 
going around that Belasco has been taking a 
vast interest in the talking pictures. 
W ell— 
maybe— but let me tell you a little 
"inside" 
story. 
A t the time Belasco had dropped his fortune 
on "M im a” one of the biggest film producers 
called upon "the dean." Belasco was told that 
he could write his own ticket; there was a blank 
contract lying in front of him and he could fill 
in the spaces to suit himself; he would have 
but one picture to make. 
T here were threatening mortgages on his 
theater, and he had taken a terrific wallop with 
"M in a ." In the face of which, the white-haired 
dean, with a magnificent gesture, chucked the 
picture offer in the basket. 
H e turned around and produced the lightest 
sort of a little comedy, " I t’s a W ise C hild." 
It cost but a few thousand and the overhead 
was negligible. 
Y et when it finally closed after a year's 
run, it had brought in $ 9 3 0 ,0 0 0 , the biggest 
money attraction his house had ever staged. 


T h a t’s the way it’s been with David Belasco 
— aud with B roadw ay, as well. 
Let me give you a few more "inside" slants 
at this colorful character. 
I Ie is generally associated with a clerical 
garb; a priestly collar and tie. 
\ et Bel isco 
makes every effort to puncture this legend. 
I he 
mention of "clerical" make-up annoyed him so 
much that he purchased a number of the collars 
and cravats, such as he regularly wears, and 
these are to be found in the desk drawers of his 
advertising manager. W hen anyone mentions the 
word “ clerical," a demonstration is given to 
show that the collar is not "clerical," that it 
buttons in the front and is merely “ old fash­ 
ioned."

O W E V E R hard may have been the work 
of a given day, Beiasco has one set ruin 
of relaxation. A t 4 o'clock in the after­ 
noon, w hatever he may be doing is summarily 
dropped. T h e hour of siesta has arrived. Some­ 
times he goes immediately to a shower bath and 
thus relaxes : other tunes he lies dow n for a nap, 
Those who have been close to him for years 
credit this restful break in the day as a partial 
explanation for his seemingly tireless energy. 
For, once he has ended the "afternoon nap" 
period, he frequently labors way into the night. 
H is day s routine, however, slaits again about 
8 :3 0 tile following morning. H e goes over th* 
play manuscripts which pile on his desk. 
T here are die usual routine business matters* 
but if die dream fever burns high he is od to a 
workshop which few people even know about. 
Back in the lulls of W estchester County, more 
than an hour from B roadw ay, there is an idyllic 
country place hidden in the trees. It is reached 
by a roundabout road and once it has been en­ 
tered the world is completely shut oft. There » 
no way of reaching it by telephone. 
I his is the hide-away workshop of Belasco* 
and here it is that he consults w ith the stage 
artists. 
M odels dial no one knows about are 
built and destroyed; strange little stage worlds 
are born here only to die and be reborn. 
A nd whether it be midnight or dinner hour. 
the day ends at his suite in die G ladstone Hotel.

O T H the living quarters of the hotel and 
the "b ack stage" office have become al* 
most fabulous myths of B roadw ay. Rare 
treasures have gone to ornament the most lavish 
theatrical office im aginable; rare tapestries and 
rooms within rooms; one of the country’s most 
famous collections of jade; a fireplace filched> 
centuries ago from Italian royalty, for the theft 
of which three men paid with their lives; chair» 
and adornm ents such as only the great museum»

Some day, when he has passed on, the public 
will probably be am azed at the revelation oI 
w hat this treasure house contains.

It is necessary specifically to plan 
for it. tak in g as little account as 
possible of w hat may happen in 
the m eantim e. 
All m en of vision and ability look 
ahead—fa r beyond tom orrow . 
W hen the first great P acific ra il­ 
road wa* built, there w as no pos­ 
sibility of enough business along 
its rout© to support it. 
A 
Indeed it could not have been 
built w ithout a governm ent land 
subsidy. 
Today there are few stretch es of 
land through which a half a dozen 
or m ore Pacific railroads pass which 
do not contribute to th eir support. 
The Intelligent boy or girl, h av ­ 
ing decided on college careers look 
fa r into the future so they can 
register in plenty of tim e in the 
Institu tio n s they desire to attend. 
T he business m an keeps Inform ed 
on crop reports and business con­ 
ditions in other countries and on 
im pending legislation, so th a t he 
m ay shape his course for th ree or 
four or even m ore years ahead. 
Men w ho have done th e g reatest 
work In the world have been fa r­ 
sighted m en who w ere often able 
to see a long way Into th e future. 
It is easy enough to say th a t we 
cannot see around the corner, but 
we can, by using our reason and 
our experience decide w hat is m ost 
likely to be around the corner after 
we get there. 
Today in New York city vast 
sky scrap ers are springing up in 
every direction, every one of which 
is built by som e com pany o r some 
m an who believes th a t he can see 
into the future, and who is prob­ 
ably rig h t about it.

m orning. 
It is very try in g to keep 
calling him day a fte r day, to keep 
steadily a fte r him, poking, encour­ 
aging, rew arding, y ear a fte r year. 
It is fa r easier to say, "Oh he’ll get 
up by and by. H e will outgrow this 
h ab it 7” 
R arely doe* he do so. 
H e will 
be the so rt of person who is never 
on tim e. 
H e m isses train s, kee;>s 
people w aiting, is late in arriving 
a t the office until people shun him. 
H is business, his friendships, hi» 
life all m arred by th is bad habit 
th a t he never outgrew . 
Much less will a child outgrow 
physical defect*. 
If one is present 
lose no tim e in tak in g the chill 
to a specialist. 
It is difficult to 
find the child specialist w ho has 
tim e to attend to th e children, and 
w'hose charges are not prohibitive. 
B ut th© clinics are doing fine work 
and here and th ere in th e larger 
tow ns and cities the specialists are 
opening 
th eir 
offices. 
T here 
is 
m ore chance today th an ever be­ 
fore to get the rig h t so rt of a tte n ­ 
tion for the ailing child. 
Go after 
it. 
M otor cars have brought help 
closer to m others and children and 
we 'm u st m ake b ette r use of what 
help lies w ithin reach. 
Do not let poor teeth, defective 
vision and hearing, crooked spines. 
flat feet, ailing bodies, 
w ait for 
th e healing of tim e. 
T im e will heal 
all ills, it is true, b u t few of us 
profit by the cure.

habit is form ed by practice and the 
longer the practice the stronger the 
habit. 
It is clear then. th a t tim e 
alone, 
will 
not 
change a habit. 
T here m ust be som e other change. 
The only change th a t can come 
through tim e is physical 
change. 
Even th a t needs help. 
In order to 
change a h abit the child m ust p rac­ 
tice its opposite and find th a t p rac­ 
tice pleasurable. 
Force 
will 
not 
help us m uch. 
W hen a child is 
beaten because of a fau lt he can 
see no pleasure in the ad u lt's idea 
of goodness. 
H e m ay subscribe to 
it for the tim e being but the new 
idea has no root* and will not last. 
The better way to establish a 
change is to w atch for a happy 
m oment, som e tim e when the child 
is happy, in th e 
mood to follow 
you. 
W ithout a m ention of the old 
practice you launch out on the new 
one .and m ake the experience as 
pleasant as possible. Give th e child 
a good tim e and he will w an t to 
repeat his experience. 
H ellcat it 
as soon again as possible, keep on 
r e b a tin g it until the child does 
it of his own acoord. 
Bad practices 
have 
a w ay of 
clinging. M any a habit set in child­ 
hood rises to trouble us in later 
years, a t m ost inconvenient tim es.

On Aug. 18. 1587, V irginia Dare. 
the first child born in A m erica of 
E nglish 
parents,

R oanoke Island, Va., now a p a rt 
of N orth C arolina. 
Sir W alter R aleigh wa* try in g 
to found a colony in th is region 
which he called V irginia in honor 
of 
Queen 
Elizabeth, 
the 
V irgin 
Queen. 
T he new baby, therefore, 
was nam ed for the country. 
She 
wa* 
the g ran d d au g h ter 
of 
John 
W hite, 
who 
w as 
sent 
out 
by 
R aleigh as governor of the Roanoke 
colony. 
Two days a fte r her b irth she 
was 
baptized 
"according 
to 
the 
rite* of the C hurch of E ngland.” 
T his w as th e first celebration of 
the rite of C hristian baptism of a 
N orth A m erican born w hite child. 
Before V irginia was three years 
old, the colony disappeared and no 
one know s to th is day w h at be­ 
cam e of it. 
The "Lost Colony of 
R oanoke” is 
regarded as one of 
the 
m ysteries 
of 
history. 
One 
legend is th a t th e colonist* in te r­ 
m arried w ith the indians and are 
the an cesto rs of the present band 
of C roatan Indians living in the
